Chief Stearns ot the 
Antloch department, announced foK 
lowing a meeting of firemen here 
Tuesday night when the arrange^ 
menta were niade. 

The closing of tho rond during the 
biilldlng of the bridge presented a 
roni problem to the Fox Lake firemen, 
as Rpule CO Is tho only highway cross- 
ing the chain of lakes between Roiite 
173 west of Antloch and Burton's 
bridge near McHonry.

WILL BE CHANGED 



An Interchange of Route numbers 
b<!twcen U. S. 45 and Illinois 54 In 
the northern part of l^ke County has 
been ordered by. Chief Highway En- 
gineer Ernest Llebermam — Route U. 
S. 45 through Grays Lake, Lake Villa 
and Antloch, will become Illinois 51. 
Former Route 54 through Mlllbum 
and Hickory Corners will 1)e U. S. 45. 
This change was necessary In order 
to meet the markings of U. S. 46 at 
the Wisconsin State Line and was 
recommended by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the American Association of 
State Highway Ofllclals who are .vest- 
ed with the authority of locating all 
U. S. marked highways. 

The recent change In marking 
when Route 21 was designed as IT. S,. 
46 resaltod in some confusion. It was 
pointed out by localltes who have 
always known Route 31 as a continu- 
ation of Milwaukee avenue out of 
Chicago, For many years It Itas so 
appeared on maps and printed adver- 
tising of resorts, hotels and business 
firms In the lake region, making trav- 
eling directions to Chicago's great 
playground a matter of utmost sim- 
plicity. Now, they declare, a second 
change within a year will result In 
further csaf^ion among titavrflers 
who do not happen to have the latest 
official maps showing the new mark- 
ings on the old and popular travel 
routes.

Conservatives who think tlie "Sharc-the-Wcalth 
movement" is merely a temporary example of economic

to be sadly mistaken. 

Father of the movement is Hucy Long, who has 
dramatized the issue which is almost as old as time it- 



self. His theory is that the trouble with the country 

• is that a small group of people have too much money, 

and that they are gradually starving out the rest of us. 

In opposition to Senator Long, economists of all 

- schools bring forward graphs, statistics, charts, which 

dispute his flgures and prove him to be entirely wrong. 

However, not one American in a thousand ever sees 

the work of the economists — and the "sharc-thc- 

wcalth" advocates are masters' at reaching the multi- 



undrcamcd-of peak.
